The  Gladiolus  stands  without  a peer  as  a garden 
flower.  In  no  other  is  combined  so  many  good 
qualities;  among  which  are  endless  variety,  long 
season  of  bloom,  durable  qualities  when  cut,  ease  of 
culture  (if  you  succeed  with  ordinary  garden 
vegetables,  you  can  do  so  with  Gladioli)  and  small 
cost.

CULTURE 

Plant  in  any  good  garden  soil,  four  to  six  inches 
apart  and  about  four  inches  deep,  above  the  top  of 
the  bulb. 

If  stable  manure  is  used,  it  should  be  thoroughly 
rotted  and  mixed  with  the  soil.  High-grade  potato 
fertilizer  is  good ; and  we  have  had  excellent  results 
with  a mixture  of  equal  parts  of  bone  meal  and  cotton 
seed  meal. 

Avoid  planting  near  foundation  walls  of  buildings, 
close  to  trees  or  large  shrubs  or  in  the  shade.
